Fears That the Missing Girl, an 
Adopted Daughter of Mathew Deims, 
Has Been Enticed Away by Her 
Rightful Father or Murdered —

Wrveriztp, N. Y., May 4.—Mattie Deims of this 
place has been missing since Saturday, and, as 
search for her has been made without success, 


the mystery surrounding her sudden and strange 


disappearance is as deep as when the Astoria 
police were notified of it, Friday last. When the 
Posr-Disraron correspondent stepped from the 
train to the little village depot platform yesterday 
morning, knots of men were gathered about the 
station discussing the case, and the theories ad- 
vanced as to the cause and her whereabouts were 
numerous. Although a young girl of retired habits 
and one not given to making acquaintances, her 
face was familiar to all the villagers, and every one 
spoke in the highest terms of her, Unlike girls of 
her age.she had few friends or acquaintances,either 
of her own or the opposite sex, and seldom left 
her bome after retiring from her work in the even- 
ing, unless to do an errand or attend a church 
meeting. Matthew Deims is a hard-working labor- 
er, and lives with his wife ina neat little 


house, a stone's throw from the Winfleld Station, 
Wien 8 months old, little Mattie became a member 
of their family by adoption, and has been regarded 
as their own, and was treated as such. Her father 
is still alive, and when last heard from was in busi- 
ness in St Lou's. His wife died manv years ago. 
while Mattie was a babe, and it was just after ber 
2 that sbe became a member of the Deiins fam- 
her father surrendering with ber all future 
rales to claim her. As her years increased so did 
her personai charms develop, and, for one of her 
years, she was exceedingly interesting. Her face, 
which was of the pure German type, surmounted 
with a luxuriant growth of hair, that hung in two 
long braids down her back, bad often been the 
cause of envy of some of the weaithier maiden 
ladies of the village, as they passed her on the 
streets, while she was hurrying to a village store, 
Lately Mattie conceived the idea that she was 
ABLE TO EARN HER LIVING, 

and at her earnest soiicitation the Deimses, who 
were not too well biessed with this worid'’s goods, 
consented and she was furnished employment by 
C. Bergmann, who contracts with New vo rk and 
Rrookiyn tailors for work on men's clothes. His 
home and shop are in one, and are situated in a 
ciearing in the Maspata woods, two miles from her 
home. This distance Mattie has traveled to and 
from ver work daily during the past two week 
since she has been working for Bergmann. The roa 
is lonely and leads through two pieces of thick 
timber land.

husvand had left her sue feit lone, and started for 
her home. Tuesday she startei for her work. It 
was 6:15 in the morning, and that was the last time 
Isaw ner. My God! where is my Mattie’ ‘iuesday 
nigut my husband went to Mr. Berg .aon, and 
wuen ue found she nad not been there ail diy, be 
din not know what to do or what nad become of 
her, aud, aithougu we have made every effort to 
trace her, we have not been able to lind any one 
who has seen her.

Two Strikers Killed and a Number 
Seriously Wounded—A Woman and

Cuicaco, May 4, xoon.—Sheriff Hanchett of this 
city hsa just received word from Lemont that a 
collision occurred between the troops and the 
striking quarrymen at that town this morning, 
and that two of the strikers were Killed. 
Two companies of the State troops 
went to Lemont this morning, to guard the quar’ 
ries there, and to enable the non-siriking men to 
resume work. No details have yet been received. 
The action of the Sheriff of Wiil County, in re 
Jeasing the seventy strikers captured by the troops 
near Joliet, last Saturday, and who came from 
Lemont, is assigned as one of the causes for 
the present outbreak. 

THE COLLISION. 

Later, 12:15 P. m.—Three companies of State 

troops from Joliet left for Lemont, and disem 
‘barked at the Excelsior Stone Quarry,two miles 
south of Lemont. They were then advised that- 
the strikers in large numbers had made an assault 
upon men loading a canal boat with stone. one 
mile north of Lemont. Proceeding to that point a 
collision between the troops and strikers occurred 
there a little before noon. 

The Evening Journal's Lamont special says: 
About 1,000 strikers assembled at the depot here 
this morning, with the intention of capturing 
the militiaifany came. They afterward went to 
Walker & Sanger’s quarries and routed 
them. At half-past 9 four companies of militia and 
a detachment of Battery C arrived from Joliet, 
with Gen. Vance and Col. Bennett in command. 
They stopped at the Excelsior Quarry, and 

ONE COMPANY DEPLOYED A3 SKIRMISH ERS, 
The other three companies are now marching to 
the quarries where the mob congregated to disperse 
them. They were met on the edge of the town by 
a moh of three or four hundred. Two companies— 
Company B of Joliet and G of Bloomington—under 
the command of Colonel Bennett, followed 
the front und charged up the main 
street with fixed bayonets. Company A 
of Streator, commanded by Captain St. Clair, with 
a detachment of Battery O, of Joliet, formed the 
right on a side street, and Company D of Ottawa, 
commanded by Captain Blanchard, formed the lef t 
side. The command 
“FORWARD, CHARGE BAYONETS!" 

was given. The mob, with wild shooting 
and cheering, met the main front with clubs and 
rocks. As the troops advanced steadily the mob 
gave way to the side of the street and hurled a 
shower of rocks at the troops, and one fireda shot. 
Col. Bennett ordered them to disperse, anda num- 
ber that refused were prodded with 
bayonets. One was stabbed seriously 
a Pole named Quin Kofski. Farther 
up the street, the mob reformed, and commenced 
hurling rocks, and a detachment, sent to disperse 
them, fired a volley at them and they scattered at a 
lively rate, 

f TWO MEN WERE KILLED, 
named Andrew Stiter and Jon Qugra. The 
troops are now clearing the street of 
the howling crowds of women and children. 
More trouble is apprehended. The troops will en- 
camp at Singer's quarries. The troops displayed 
the coolest bravery. It is reported that a woman 
and child were killed. A number of the soldiers 
were badly hurt with rocks. The following official 
report from Adjutant-General Vance has been sent 
to the Governor: 

THE OFFICIAL REPORT. 

Col. Bennett removed his command except one 
company, from Joliet to Lamont, arriving about 9 
o'clock a. m., and forming a lme south of Lamont. 
Deputy Sheriff Potter conducted the troops into 
Lamont near the Alton Depot, where a mob of 
about 500 to 1.000 strikers were congregated. They 
were commanded to disperse and go to 
their houses, by Deputy Sheriff 
Potter, but they would not. The strikers 
rushed toward the troops, throwing stones. Major 


Heffernan and one or two others were struck and 


slightly wounded. The air was full of stones. In 
self-defense the troops fired. Two strikers were 
killed and several wounded. Before the troops 
fired a pistol was fired from a house into the troops. 
The troops have passed on to their original destina- 
tion at Singer & Talcott's quarry. A great many 
people are on che streets now, but quiet.

‘THE OWNERSHIP OF PENJ-DEH. 

The dispatch also states that there can be no 
question as to the ownership of Penj-deh as the 
city bas paid tribute to Herat for over a hundred 
years, and that a guard for the Government, com- 
posed of Afghan soldiers, has been quartered in the 
city since 1881, and it has always been an integral 
portion of the Province of Herat. 

STOPPING WAR PREPARATIONS. 

The Government has sent an order to Dover to 
cease charteriag ships of small pattern for trans. 
port service. This is believed to foreshadow a 
stoppage of all war preparations. 

GLADSTONE’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Gladstone stated in the House of Commons 
this afternoon that no communications had as yet 
passed between Russia and England in regard to 
the reported occupation of Port Ham- 
ton dy England. It is reported that 
the Government has ceased to charter 
transports. Admiral Seymour, who bombarded 
Alexandria during the war against Arabi Pasha, 
commands the fleet composed of the Atlantic 
steamships Oregon, Umbria, Alaska and Arizona. 
The Oregon has been made the Admiral's flag 
ship. 

9 PEACE NEGOTIATIONS RENEWED. 

In the House of Lords this afternoon Earl Gran- 
ville, Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, in an- 
swer to inquiries, stated that England and Russia 
had agreed to renew the negotiations in London 
concerning the Afghan frontier question, and that 
the meeting ofthe delimitation commission had 
been arranged in detail. His Lordship said both 
England and Russia had agreed thatthe difficul- 
ties which had arisen fromthe Penj-deh incident 
should be submitted to a “full investigation and 
reference to friendly powers.” 

The Government continues to give out large or- 
ders for war stores of ali kinds. The Admiraity is 
surveying additional steamers with a view of 
freighting or purchasing them. Though the Rus- 
sian papers are not so outspoken as they formerly 
were, probably in consequence of their govern- 
ment's hints, it is well known that Russia is making 
strenuous efforts to increase her armament. The 
Indian banks have given notice that they will not 
advance money against shipments u less the ves- 
sels are insured at war risks. The Indian Govern- 
ment is enforcing rigid economy in ali departments 


to avoid the levying of fresh taxes, which would be 
likely to disturL the native loyalty. 
WANT TO BE ANNEXED TO RUSSIA. 
It is reported thatthe Afghans of Badakistan

STILL SKEPTICAL. 

Many continental papers are still skeptical of a 
peaceful issue of the dispute. The Pesther Lloyds 
says that a trifliag fresh mishap on the Afghan 
frontier may annihilate all hopes of peace. 

The Deutsche Zeitung says that Russian diplom- 
acy is not yet anywhere near the end of its artifices 
and tricks. Russia may again and again put a dif- 
ficulty in the way of a settlement, and perhaps at 
last openly declare that she will make po concession 
in the boundary question. 

RETURNING MANLINESS OF THE NATION. 

The London Standard, in referring to the Queen's 
return, says that everything bas been done to drag 
the nation into slumber, philters of rhetoric and 
adulation having been copiously applied to stupefy 
its conscience. Parliament participates in the 
sleep as it has participated also in the draught, but 
the crown does not share in the general abasement 
and is, perhaps, watching for the restored sobriety 
and returning manliness of the nation. 

_ IMPEDIMENTS REMOVED. 

In response to a question by Sir Stafford North- 
cote, Mr. Gladstone said that all impediments in 
the way of friendly prosecution of the corres- 
pondence on the Afghan question be- 
tween England and Russia. appeared 
to de removed. The two Governments, 
he said, were now ready torefer to the soveriegn 
of some triend by state, any difficulties which may 
be found to exist in regard to the agreement of 
the Mth of March, with a view to a settlement of 
the matter in a mode consistent with the honor of 
both sides. Continuing, Mr. Gladstone said that both 
Russia and England were prepared to resume 
forthwith, in London, communications on the main 
points of the line delimiting the Afghan frontier 
but the details of the line would have to be ex- 
amined and traced on the spot in conformity with 
the conditions formerly agreed upon. Russia. 
said the Premier, bas expressed herself as willing 
to agree to a removal of the Russian out posts. 

THE INQUIRY TO BE PUSHED. 

Lord Granville said that both Governments would 
facilitate the inquiry as much as possible. The 
Penj-deh district will remain neutral territory dur- 
ing the progress of the negotiations. 
“The Russian Government,” continued Lord Gran- 
ville, have stated their readiness to consider the 
question of withdrawing their troops, should the 
decision of the Afghan boundary commission prove 
to be against them. Any differences that may arise 
regarding tue interpretation of passages in the dis- 
patches of the two Governments would be dealt 
wich in @ manner consistent with the honor of both 
countries.” To the other interrogations Lord Grau- 
vitie said the British Government had sanctioned 
the seizure of the Bosphore Egyptien, without giv- 
ing aby opinion as tothe legality of the action. 
France having demanded a reopening of the office 
of the paper and the puulshment of the persons 
concerned in the act of seizure and its suppression 
England caused a legal inquiry to be made in the 
matter, and ascertaining from this inquiry that the 
suppression of the Bosphore Egyptien was unwar- 
ranted, England, without disclaiming any of her 
share of the responsibility for the act of seigure, 
advised Ecypt to apologize to France and the Bos- 
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It is stated that the Imperial Ministry in counsel 
bave decided, finally, upon the utmost limits of the 
concessions which Russia is willing to make to 
England in the pending Afghan controversy. The 
Czar is expected to start for Moscow to-morrow, to 
celebrate the jubilee of the Russian nobility. 

THE DEFENSE OF THE DARDANELLES. 

ConsTANTINOPLE, May 4.—The prompt collection 
of overdue taxes, etc., to provide the money needed 
for the defense of the Dardanelles, is urgently com- 
mended. 

DISSATISFACTION IN INDIA. 

Catourra, May 4 The public are dissatisfied 
with England's concession to Russia, and fears are 
generally expressed now that the English attitude 
may have already endangered the safety of the 
party composing Sir Peter Lumsden's surveying 
commission. Preparations for war on à large scale 
still continue in India. 


The Mantchooria Boundary. 
CHINA INDIGNANT AT RUSSIA'S DELAY. 

Lonpon, May 4.--Dispatches from Shanghai state 
that the dispute between Chinaand Russia regard- 
ing the frontier of Mantchooria has become acute, 
owing to the non-arrival of the Russian members of 
the delimitation commission, and the constant 
postponement of the date of their arrival at the 
place of meeting to settie the boundary question. 
The Chinese commissioners have b ready for 
months to begin the work of delimitation, and the 
failure of the Russian commissioners to meet them 
bas caused the Chinese government to fear that 
the same farce enacted respecting the Afghan 
frontier will be performed in this case, Now that 
the difficulty with France in relation to Tonquin 
has been settled, China has become more cour- 
ageous, and has demanded that Russia fulfill her 
part of theagreement which led to the appoint- 
ment of the commission. 


THT INVENTORS’ EXPOSITION. 


Louise Michel Refuses a Pardon—The Sou- 
dan—Foreign News. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, May 4.—The World's Exposition of In- 
ventions is in a state of fair completeness for in- 
spection by the royal party to-day. The most ex- 
tensive exhibits seen are of implements of war, of 
which there is a remarkable display, The show of 
appliances of electricity is excellent. The court 


has assigned to America not more than a third of 


the space applied for, and has compelled the greater 
part of the space to be filled by English exhibitors. 
Much disappointment is expressed on this account, 
but the matter is largely explained by the fact that 
American inventions are seen in all parts of the 
exhibition. The Russian court, adjoining the 
American exhibit, contains nothing but a score of 
unpacked cases. The buildings were very crowded. 
The Prince of Wales was received with cheers, 
though much enthusiasm was expected after his 
Royal Highness’ return from Ireland. 
OPENED BY THE PRINCE OF WALES. 

Loxpon, May 4.—The Prince of Wales opened to- 
day the World's Exposition of Inventions. The 
Princess of Wales, the Duke of Edinburgh, the 
Duke of Cambridge, Earl Granville and Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt were among the distinguished 
persons present. The attendance of the general 
public was very large. 

AN IMPORTANT CLEW. 

The police advertise for information concerning 
the sale of an iron vessel the remnants of which 
have been found in the yard of the Admiralty build- 
ings, near t e scene of the recent explosions. The 
remnants indicate the vessel they composed 
had contained dynamite, and the police will now be 
able to ferret out the persons who made the attack 
by finding the venderof the vessel, who may be 
able to give a description of its purchaser. 

PORT HAMILTON NOT ANNEXED. 

The Pall Mail Gazette says it believes that 
England really never annexed Port Hamilton. The 
British fleet, according to the Gazette, has merely 
taken a position with a view to prevent others from 
either annexing or occupying Port Hamilton in the 
event of an Angio-Russian war.

Cleveland’s Cabinet to Stay in Office 
During the Administration.

Secretary Manning Denies the Report 
That He Intends Relinquishing the 
Treasury Portfolio—How Secretary 
Whitney Conducts the Affairs of the 
Treasury Department—No Fawning 
Favorites, 


Special Correspondence: of the Post-Dispatch. 
WasniNarox, May 1.—Most of the talk about the 
possible retirement of Secretary Manning from the 
Cabinet has grown out ofa number of expressions 
about his dislike for life in Washington. I asked 
Mr. Manning the other night about his work here. 
He said that it was more exacting and confining 
than anything he had ever before undertaken. He 
did not desire to go into the Cabinet. He accepted 
only at the last with reluctance. He had had a 
very busy, hard-working life. He felt that he had 
earned a right to take his ease and not burden him- 
self with excessive care for the remainder of bis 
life. His surroundings in Albany were pleasant. 
He had there a circle of friends who were very 
dear to him. He did not expect people to believe 
that he had no political ambitions. I asked Mr. 
Manning if he contemplated retiring from the Cab- 
inet at any time during the Cleveland Administra- 
tion. Hereplied “No” in the most positive way, 
He said that President Cleveland had a right toex- 
pect that all of the gentlemen who had been invited 
by him to enter his Cabinet should remaia with him 
during his term of office. The President is averse 
tochanges. Mr. Manning had not the remotest 
idea of deserti-g his friend, and should stand by 
him as long as he wished to have him with him. 
Mr. Manning finds the most disagreeable of 
his work to be the listening to the claims of office- 
seekers.

Crittenden Watson, an officer in the Equipment 
Bureau of the navy. He was placed in charge of 
this branch of the service at the Brooklyn yard 
some time ago. He bas a large family of six chil- 
dren and had established himself in Brooklyn to 
perform the duties of the new detail. About six 
months ago, because he refused to comply with 
some suggestions of outside friends of Chandler's, 
he was summarily removed from his post and 
placed upon waiting orders. This reduced his pay 
exactly one-half, and, through the large expense 
which he had incurred in going to Brooklyn, oc- 
casioned him great financial distress. In the ap- 
peals made to Mr. Whitney, mention was made 
continually of this distress and the need of the offi- 
cer. It was further urged for him that he was one 
of the most gallant officers during our late war, and 
that he was Farragut's flag lieutenant in the fight 
at Mobile. Mr. Whitney steadily refused to look at 
the record of this officer or the distress of his chil- 
dren. He confined himself to the fact of whether 
he had been unjustly treated or not. He found that 
he had. Then he promptly acted. Yesterday he 
issued an order restoring this officer to full duty 
and to his old post ia Brooklyn, from which he was 
go summarily removed by O. . 


A question that some of the naval officers are 
now asking is, Who is golng to run Mr. Whit- 
ney? Every Secretary n the past has 
had some one or two officers who have controlled 
him in all technical matters. When Mr. Whitney 
visited the Brooklyn Navy Yard last week several 
of the officers there tried toimpress themselves 
upon him with the most marked attentions. He 
went quietly through his work of inspection, how- 
ever, without 8 a preference for any one. 
This is his method in Washington. He will have 
about him, before he gets through, all of the young 
and good men in the service, but no one need spec- 
ulate about the officer who istorun him. No one 
officer in the navy, or any set of them, will have 
any influence with him except those who can help 
bim follow the straight line of plain duty. The 
two officers who are, perhaps, most relied upon by 
the Secretary for aren. information are 
Captains Welker and Harmon. 


Captain Walker is one es the best men in the 
navy. He is atall, broad-shouldered, resolute- 
looking man, with black eyes, clear, sharp cut feat- 
ures, adorned with two long pointed side whiskers.

DAVID L. REID. 


Death of a Well-Kuown St. Louis Newspa- 
per Man—The Funeral. 

Mr. David L. Reid, well known in St. Louis 
through his long connection with the Posr-Dis- 
patos, Globe-Democrat and Republican and his de- 
votion to athletic sports, died suddenly on Satur- 
day. Mr. Reid was 37 years old at the time of his 
death. He began his newspaper work on the New 
York Clipper, and was for several years managing 
editor of the Philadelphia Sunday Dispatch. He 
came to St. Louis in 1875. and worked on the Globe- 
Democrat, the Republican and Posr- DisrAroR, his 
specialty being sporting news. For several years 
he has been secretary of the St. Louis Brown

In every reia- 
tion of life Dave Reid made and held warm friends, 
who liked him for the sterling friendliness ava 
humor which were his most striking characteris- 
tics.

Medical aid was summoned, but nothing could be 
done, and at 9:20 Dave passed away.

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CRIMINAL COURT. 


All the Jail Cases Docketed for the 
Term Which Opens To-Day. 


The Seibert Murder Case Called for 
Trial—The History of Charles Koeble, 
a Young Mechanic, Who Died Before 
His Trial. 


To-day is May day in the Jail. It is not made re- 
markable by the festivities of the May pole or the 
advent of buck beer and buck wurst, but because it 
is the opening of a new term of the Criminal Court 
and every case is docketed anew to-day. The 
excuses which delayed justice lose their 
effectiveness with the birth of the new 
term, and new reasons for continuances 
must be proffered to wear out the prosecution. All 
the prisoners in Jail who have not yet had hearings 
inthe Criminal Court are docketed for the term 
which opened this morning. The murder cases 
have been set down for each Monday of the session, 
which will last during the months of May and 
June. The first on the docket, that 
of Henry Seibert, was called to-day. 


The defendant in ‘this case is a young man who 
lived with his parents on the Olive street road, 
where they kept the Five-Mile House. The sons 
are all grown-up young men. Henry, the defend- 
ant, being the eldest. The homicide for which he 
F any to trial was committed on crane gf 18, 1884. 
he victim was a young man named Michael J. 
Hanley. No hearing of the case has yet been had, 
and since the occurrence the facts have been in 
dispute, the friends of the young man who was 
killed, claiming that the life was taken without just 
provocation, while Seibert's friends swear it 
was a case -of justifiable killing. Some 
time before the killing a was 
given at Seibert's house, an Hanley 
attended with some friends. The Seiberts say that 
he was unruly and flourished a revolver. On that 
evening they claim that the disturbance was quelled 
with trouble and that Seibert announced his inten- 
tion to prosecute young Hanley. While on his way 
down town to swear out the threatened warrant, he 
said he was assaulted with stones and pieces of ice 
some of the parties who had raised the disturb- 
ance at the house onthe night of the party. Ac- 
cording to the claims of the defense. it was subse- 
quent to and with a remembrance of these events 
THE FATAL MEETING 
took place. Hanley calied at the house again, and, 
during the dispute, which is the body of the case in 
court, Siebert took a shotgun from its 
place near the ice chest and fired. The load lodged 
in Hanley's body. He was picked up by friends 
and carried to his home, but he was beyond all aid. 
Seibert has been out on $10,000 bail. 


CHARLES KOEBLE. 
When the cases of Charies Koeble were called 
Circuit Attorney Clover arose, and. in the forma 
language of the law, clo a sad story saving: 
I move that these cases be abated on account of 
the defendant’s death.“ Charles Koebel was a 
2 man of quiet manner and steady habits. 
— was eiuployed at & machine 
shop, No. 412 South Twelfth street, and 
after finishing his day’s work trudged home toa 
widowed mother, who lived on Dorcas street. He 
was the — support of the family and until a 
short time before trouble overtook him was working 
for the wages of an apprentice. In the shop he was 
quiet an unobtrusive. The few 8 
moments left after flnishing his cold 
dinner and before he resumed work were 
spent walking alone nearthe shop or silently listen- 
ing to the disputes and opinions of his fellow work- 
men. Whatever aspirations the young mechanic 
may have had, he nursed them alone. On the 
evening of the 80th of January, 1884. he went to 
take his bucket and his ownership was disputed by 
two of the more boisterous workmen, a man named 
Alvin Berger and a companion named Charles 
Meyer. They insisted on taking his 
bucket, and the dispute resul in 
violent meeting, Young Kovble was struck with a 
bucket in the fight, and in a fit of passion, drew a 
knife from his pocket and dealt death blows to his 
opponents. Berger received a slash four inches 
long and three inches deep in the abdomen, besides 
a cut on the back. Meyer received a wound in the 
chest extending from breast to breast and penetrat- 
ing far into the cavity of the chest. While the men 
lay on the ground before him, young Koeble was 
seized with fear and ran away across the Twelfth 
street bridge. He carried the bloody weapon in his 
flight, unconsciously, until he reached the middle of 
the bridge, when he threw it down into the rail- 
road yards where it was found at daybreak. 
Koebje was arrested by the police of the Second 
District where he was found in hiding. He admitted 
having inflicted the wounds, and on a preliminary 
hearing he was held for manslaughter in the third 
degree. An indictment was returned and the de- 
fendant was released on bail. Since the unfortunate 
fight Koeble changed in manner and became more 
despondent. A few weeks ago he died. His dea h 
was ascribed by the doctor to one of the listed 
causes found on the ordinary certificate. The less 
scientific, but more sympathetic neighbors, said:

BAKING POWDERBS. 


Interesting Tests Made by the Government 
Chemists. 


Dr. Edward G. Love, the Analytical Che mist for 
the Government, has made some interesting exper- 
iments as to the comparative value of baking pow- 
ders. Dr. Love's tests were made to determine 
what brands are the most economica! to use, and 
astheir capacity lies in their leavening power, 
tests were directed solely to ascertain the availabie 
gas of each powder. Dr. Love's report gives the 
following:

Vice-President Hendricks’ Failure to 
Control the Administration.

WasHIneTon, May 2.--Vice-President Hendricks 
still remains in Washington. He is very active in 
looking after the patronage of his State, and is 
averse to dipping in his oar in matters outside of 
Indiana. The President has always treated him 
with great courtesy, but he has not followed his 
advice any more than he has that of the Senators or 
Members who call upon him. Mr. Hendricks thought 
when he first came here that he would control the 
Administration. He thought that the President 
was inexperienced, and would be only too glad to 
travel for a time in the experienced leading strings 
of the Vice-President. Mr. Hendricks has discov- 
ered his mistake. He does not go to the White 
House near as much ashe did when he first came 
here. Mr. Hendricks might have had a great deal 
of influence with the President if he had confined 
his advice to the broad field of political generali- 
ties. The President would have been glad to con- 
sult with him about matters of general policy, but 
when he found that the Vice-President only called 
upon him when he had the claim of some office 
seeker to urge, the laiter lost his hold at the White 
House. It appears that the Vice-President has 
needlessly compromised the dignity of his position 
by too active a search for political patronage. 
Indiana for some weeks has been making a 
struggle for the office of Public Printer. 


There was first a candidate by the name of Stoll; 
then Richard J, Bricht, former serzeant-at-arms of 
the Senate, was indorsed by the delegation. The 
public printer has no term.

The Opera Manager Sues Signor Nicolini 
for Breach of Contract. 

By Telegraph to the Post- Dispatch. 

New York, May 4—Madame Patti, through her 
relation as the wife of Nicolini, became a joint de- 
fendant with her husband in a suit instituted by 
Col. Mapleson, the papers of which were served on 
Saturday just as Patti was leaving for Europe. 
Col. Mapleson in his suit asks that the defendants 
be compelled to return $10,000 to him for breach of 
contract. During the season, he says, he paid Patti 
$176,000 and all expenses, which is at the rate of 
$4,000 a performance. The specific charge is that, 
according to the contract, Signor Nicolini agreed to 
sing with Patti, but since he has been in this coun- 
try he has refused to fulfill his part of the agree- 


ment, whereby the Colonel is damaged $10,000. 
The papers were served Saturday, just as Madame 
Patti and Nicolini were about to board the steamer 
for Europe. The prima donna was nervousiy 
angry, and hastily strung together a series of 
counter-charges, claiming that she sang twice 
without remuneration, and fishing eut from her 
effects a promissory note from Mapleson for $5,000, 
making in all a counter claim of $13,000. Leaving 
this in the hands of her lawyer, she sailed for home. 
Col. Mapieson arrived in this city ina private car 
from Boston last evening. He was driven to the 
New York Hotel.
